|T was the eve of Self- 
Denial Week, the year 
when the sum of 
f I2i633 (Sfa™) was 

.,, raised, How small that 

sum now seems! But then allthe 
world looked on and wondered, and 
we ourselves patted ourselves on our 
backs and said: "It was a famous 
victory." 

It was tbc year, too, of the first- 
of the long list of consecutive Self- 
Denial Wins. How well I remem- 
ber it I Ah, mcl To think that I 
should have acted as I did, and that 
my secret should have been locked 
in my breast all these years. 

It is not in extenuation of my 
offence that I state that I was a 
wild young <^\t, but that you may 
be in possession of the simple facts. 
That was* of course, long before I 
was "broken in" in the Field. Ah, 
the Field is a great place for licking 
a fellow into shape! 

We were down for a sik months' 
trip to Canada and the United 
States. Any thirty Bandsmen of to- 
day would go mad with excitement 
at the mere prospect — surely there 
is only one Band to-day which could 
survive such an ordeal. I will not 
dare to sav what Band it is I 

To Travel Steerage. 

Well, we were all excited :* first. 
Then we got more -accustomed to 
the idea, or pretended that wc had. 
From this point 111 my confession 
I must use the personal pronoun a 
little more frequently, for it is at 
this juncture where I found out that 
we were to travel steerage. 

We, mind you. Not any ordinary 
Band, but we, the Famous (with a 
capital F) world-renowned (in large 
capitals) Household Troops Band. 

I had understood thai Officers tra- 
velled intermediate, and even that 
was not up to snuff on a third-class 
liner of eighteen eighty-eight, If 
they travelled second-class, then 
why not the Household Troops 
Hand. I argued. And I argued so 
well that I carried the judgment of 
my fellow-troopers with a few ex- 
ceptions, for wc were not all wild 
young colts; there were some who 
were more amenable to bit and 
bridle. So we began to worry our 
leader with all kinds of notes of in- 
terrogation, and it was evident that 
something Ought to be done. 

"Why are we to travel steerage. 
sir?" I demanded. "I don't think it 
is a square deal to pack us like Sar- 
dines in a box for the sake of saving 
a sovereign or two." I said that and 
a good deal more. 
Leader of Revolt, 

So you behold in me — that "me" 
of eighteen eighty-eight — a mild- 
mannered leader of revolt. Oh, yes, 
I was mild enough about it. You 
see, that was one of my faults. 1 
was so awfully mild, and I was as 
Felt-contained as some of the Lon- 
don flats one sees advertised, 

It is far easier to deal with a man 
in a paddy than with a man who 
is troublesome, hut who Dolitely de- 
clines to reveal his predilections for 
paddiness. T kept on questioning 
and received answers soothing and 
otherwise. 

Then it was that Commifsioncr 
Rail ton came 10 see us. Never shall 
I foreet it. We alt knew the Com- 
missioner: knew what. .his name 
stood for. and recalled manv of hid 
self-denying exploits in this and 
other lands. The Commissioner 
looked us straight in the eyes in 



that kind, searching way of his, and 
spoke to us something after this 
fashion :— 

"I understand that some of you 
don't wan t to travel steerage to 
Canada. We thought you would 
take it as a compliment if you tra- 
velled third-class, You must blame 
yourselves for the splendid reputa- 
tion you have made for having this 
honour conferred upon you. You 
have tramped all over the kingdom 
most cheerfully while your other 
comrades bavc ridden from town to 
town, And we are proud of you for 
it: and we thought— really we did 
.—that as you will be on the Atlan- 
tic during Self-Denial Week that 
you would prefer to travel by the 
cheapest and least luxnrious route!" 
Weighed in the Balances. 

Here, 1 confess, that I began to 
feel mean, Oh, how I kicked my- 
self to think that I had not thought 
of it! Oh, how blind 1 had been 
not to realize what a high privilege 
was mine! Here was Commission- 
er Railton, here were my other 
eomrades giving us— giving me— 
credit for possessing a spirit which 
wc did not possess, at any rate upon 
this occasion ; for, to be perfectly 
fair even to myself, the spirit of 
Self-Denial did enter into our every- 
day experiences, as many a sore 
night upon the boards testified, to 
sav nothing of a day and a night 
in" Belfast Jail, but injhis particular, 
at any rate, as I looked upon the 
Commissioner, I realized that I, the 
mild-mannered ring-leader of this 
scmi-rcvoll against a perfectly rea- 
sonable demand, had been weighed 
in the Self-Denial balances and 
found wanting, 

If some Officers had presented the 
case as the Commissioner did, I 
should have suspected them of m- 
geniousness, but the Commissioner 
stood there, a silent rebuke to my 
pride and pettiness. 

The Secret Out 

Now you have my secret. There 
was nearly a revolt in" eighteen 
eighty-eight, and I was the ring- 
leader, When the case was present- 
ed as it was- presented, I accounted 
it an honour to travel thjrd-cJaSS to 
Canada, and regretted for my own 
sake, at any rate, that there was not 
a fourth-class, so that I could prove 
the reality of my repentance and the 
sincerity oi my profession of Self- 
Denial 

To this day I do not know whe- 
ther the Self-Denial Fund was cre : 
dited with the difference between 
twcniy-scvon steerage and twenty- 
seven intermediate fares, but I do 
know that it was when Commission- 
er Kail ton came to see us about that 
absurd quibble I raised concerning 
steerage and intermediate fares that 
I caught my first real vision of what 
the spirit of Self-Denial really was, 
and thanked God that He had privi- 
leged me to be one of a band of 
young. Salvationists who have estab- 
lished rt reputation for glorying in 
hardness. 

After nil these years, you have 
my confession. Would that I could 
call the years back' again that I 
might see the old faces again and 
hear the shrill whistle of the Band- 
master, hear bis stentorian "hy your 
left." and experience the thrill of 
the rolling drums and glory of sct- 
tinp out upon a Sclf*-Denial Tour 
- in Canada and the United States; 
hilt I cannot recall them, the years 
have gone to return no more — W. N.

;: But neither the humour nor the pathos im- 
■pressed us sn much the other day as did the 
prevailing sense of humaneness— the feeling that 
here justice is tempered with mercy. In magis- 
trates, court officials. Crown Attorney, counsel, 
detectives, and police, all the way down one saw 
evidence of the desire to prevent young begin-- 
ners from becoming hahitual criminals. 

And that is where the authorities secl( the 
ijood oifices of The Salvation Army. For over 
seven vcars Ensign Oliver P. Mardall has served 
as Police Court Officer for men in Toronto— as 
' Adjutant Young is serving for women— and it 
IS safe to sav that no one has been more gener- 
oasly aided "in his work than has the linsign by 
the Officials at the City Hall. 

How Could He Be Anything Else? 

In connection with his departure for Van- 
couver, inauy have spoken of him in terras of 
warm commendation because of the enthusiasm 
with which he has fulfilled his duties; U«t he 
. would be a stony-hearted or feather- headed 
mortal, or both, who would not be aroused to 

■ enthusiasm by such work. Who that love* his 
fellow-men c'onld look upon .these first-offend- 

■ era in their pitiable plight, these first plungers 
into the miry ditch of crime, and not fed eager 
to lift them out and give them a chance to 
escape from their sin and folly? 

In work of this kind, Ensign Mardall could 
not, as a devoted Salvationist, lie anything but 
enthusiastic. If it has brought its sorrows and 
anxieties, it has also Jirought >ts lasting joys. 
He has won the gratitude of those who have 
been rescued from the threshold of careers of

valuable assistance he has rendered them.

The Police Court Officer should be at the 
City Hall by nine o'clock in the morning. The 
court opens" a few minutes later, and hi the 
meantime it has been the Ensign's privilege, as 
it is that of his successor, to visit and talk to 
the prisnners in the cage. 
Is He Deserving of Help? 

In response 'to our enquiries, the Ensign said 
it ww not often difficult for him to tell whether 
n voung fellow wad deserving of help or not. 
Pome men, he explained, paced the cage hour 
after hour, with no apparent concern or shame 



that they were in the grip of the "iron giri 
that waits for sin"; they could scarcely bo. 
young offenders. Others would hide away in * 
comer, ashamed to look at One, their drawn, 
faces buried in their hnnds; they were hardly 
likely to be desperadoes in crime. And there arc 
other ways of discerning, into whose intricate 
shades of distinction we need not hcrecnter. 

But even though the Ensign may be most 
favourably impressed by the man's plea, he must 
get the Other side of the story from the detec- 
tives before taking any further steps. Some- 
times there arc serious discrepancies. Generally; 
the detectives agree with the suggestion of the 
Police Court Officer, and it is then his wisdom 
to mention the case briefly to the Crown At- ' 
torney, Assistant Deputy Chief Archibald, or to 
counsel. 

The Ensign is also able to advise the pris- 
oner and he is there when his man is to bG 
remanded to The Salvation Army. 

The magistrate will often accompany, hia 
sentence with n few words of counsel, and tho 
offender having been put upon his honour and 
made most clearly to understand that should 
he break failh with The Army, hc will at once 
he reported to the police, hc is taken away to 
1 he Salvage Department, where Adjutant Hah- . 
kirk is able to set him. to work straightaway.'

China's imperative neeil is made nil tint more 
Urgent hv the fact nf the recent change in the 
form of government, .md the establishment of 
the Republic has eivcii us entrance to every part 
of thai great nation. 

The whole Christian Church ought to rise 
and by a united, self-sacrificing effort advance 
lo seise this unprecedented opportunity, But

China asks for Prayers 

NATION EMERGING FROM HEATHEN DARKNESS APPEALS 
TO CHRISTIAN WORLD. 
Remarkable Letter From Acting Chinese Consul at Ottawa-"Our Cry 
Now Is For Inspiration and Guidance." 

Last week, through the Canadian "War Ctv." The iicncral ap- 
pealed tor funds to help establish the work of The Armv in China 
whcTe, The General said, "there is such an open door for Christ as 
there, perhaps, never has been before. 1 ' 

His appeal has been speedily followed bv rhe striking announce- 
ment that the Chinese Government has asked that Sunday, April 
27th. should be set apart by the Christian Churches throughout the 
world *s a day for prayer 'that China may be guided to a wise solu- 
tion 01 the critical problems besetting her.""" 

Wherever it was practical, wc understand that the appeal was 
given a glad and grateful response throughout The Army o n the 
tbtc mentioned, hut it would see n i lhal the request was received too 
laic to make this universally possible. Suitahhs announcements were 
made at the Bandsmen's Council in Toronto on" Sunday, the first day 
of the Week of Prayer, but it had not then been possible to reach 
all the Corps with the news of China's appeal. 

The Commissioner is therefore asking that on Sunday, May nth, 
prayer shall be offered Tor China at every Corps in the Territory. 

Tbr appeal of the Chinese Government was placed before the 
people of Canada by means of the following striking letter from the 
Acting Chinese Consul at Ottawa: — 

"The Chinese Government requested that all Christian Churches 
throughout the Republic act aside Sunday, April 27th, to pray with 
one mighty voice for the new Government, for the President of the 
Republic who is yet to be elected, for the constitution now being 
formed, fur the maintenance of peace, and for the election of strong 
and virtuous men 10 office. 

"That appeal has been heard not onlv in China, hut all over the 
world. The Apostles of Almighty God in Canada, the sunny land 
of the Mdplc Leaf, have responded as quickly as have their broth- 
ers across the border. Foremost among 1 hem in this regard stand 
the churches of Toronto. To these and to all other! whose car has 
caught the plea of our President, I wi?h to express in my poor way 
my great appreciation of all they would do for our beloved country. 
"As you lift up your voices unio the Lord in hehalf of China, I 
beg yon to do so with a knowledge of her present difficulties, with 
a heart attuned to her cry of distress, with a vision of her tremen- 
dous possibilities for the future. 

"China is at the parting of the ways. She stands cm the edge of 
the right road. But jusi bow to to go forward, just how to meet 
and pass t ov*r the .-jagged obstructions that loom, up before her; 
these arc the things that she wants to know. Some of these obstruc- 
tions have'heen ihcrca'long time and wc- arc responsible for them. 
Others were put in Our path by hostile forces, outside influences. 
Please pray for themj too. 

"Our cry now is for inspiration and guidance that will enable 
us to distinguish the real from the unreal, to follow the teachings 
of our friends and to shun the bad advice of our enemies, to set 6rm 
as a big stone, a genuine and not a plnyhoiisc'Rcpublic. to lead the 
Chinese people into a day that will last for ever, a day whose bright- 
ness will benefit foreigners, Tibetans, and Mongolians as well as 
Chinese. 

"To do all this, wc feel the need of help such as is nnt within 
our power to give. We appeal to The Great Spirit. Who lias so fit- 
tingly heen called fhc Supreme Architect of the Uniecrsc. God w a s 
.the confidant, the guide of Washington, of Lincoln, of Gladstone,. of 
Queen Victoria. Through you wc would invoke His blessings upon 
our great undertaking.

"THE SKY PILOT." 
How He Is Welcomed in the Back- 
Blocks. 
Among the hardships encountered 
hy the people whose duty takes them 
to the outposts of civilization is that 
of lack of religious facilities. Very 
often the only help that the pioneers 
of bush or desert get in this way is 
an occasional visit from a Salvation 
Army Officer or a "bush missionary" 
on their rounds. The following let- 
ter, published in a Presbyterian 
paper in Australia, describes the 
circumstances of many thousands o£ 
men and women, and what the writ- 
er says about the welcome which 
awaits a visiting "sky-pilot" has over^ 
and again again been proved to be 
true by Army Officers in Canada: — 
"Often" he says, "Snuday comes 
and goes, and I never knew until 
it is past that I have lived another 
Sabbath. In fact, to-day fortnight 
I was patrolling (the writer is a 
mounted policeman, stationed in the 
bush of Central Australia) that 
trackless district between the Coop- 
er and Lake I'araguncia, and, in the 
evening, whilst chewing corned bevE 
and damper, I tried to figure out 
what day it was, and after consult- 
ing my black boy unsuccessfully I 
had to get out my journal, and then 
discovered it was the Sabbath Day. 
"it seems a bit" rough when one 
has been in the habit during his 
youth of attending church as I did 
three times per day, to be cut off 
altogether; and, often, sitting by 
my camp-fire at night, I look back, 
and fancy I can hear the old church 
bells ringing, and sec myself and the 
companions of my youth walkingto 
the old church, taking our places in- 
side, joining in the singing, and list- 
ening to the words of our dear old 
parson, and, when it was over, walk- 
ing along the old country road to- 
gether until a turn of the road took 
some one way and Home another, 
with cherry 'Good nights,' 

"Here in the bush one almost for- 
gets there Is such a thing as Divine 
worship, for the Sabbath is usually 
set aside to kill a bullock, or break 
In eolts, or make up hobble-straps 
from green hide if one is at home. 
And if not, and one is patrolling, 
one gets up with the first streak of 
the dawn, lights up a fire,- and boils 
a couple of quart-pots, By the 
time they are boiling a black boy
